merely Eccleſiaſtical. For it is recorded by 
an ancient Statute of the Realm (), That , 
Defamation ſhall be tried in the Spiritual 
Court. And again it is ſaid (c), That Pre- 
lates ſhall correct this Crime by Corporal ; 
Penance, the King's Prohibition notwith- ;: 
ſtanding. But if the Offender will redeem 


the Penance with Money, the Prelate may 4 
receive the Money, tho' the King's Prohi- Ye 


bition be ſhewn. 

By the Preamble alſo of the Statutes for 8 
Citations (4), it is plainly inferred, that C 
Defamations belong to the Cognizance of B 
Eccleſiaſtical Juriſdiction, provided they be IU: * 
duely proſecuted according to Law. It like- 
wiſe appears by the Books of the Common 
Law, throughout the Arguments made in 
the great Caſe of Prohibitions, in the Time 
of King Henry the VIIth (e), That the 
Suit of Defamations does hereunto belong ;

Evidence in an Inquiſition made by the 
King about his Exchange at Tork; and the 
Party being affected therewith, ſued the 
Witneſs (for defaming him) in the- Eccle- 
fiaſtical Court; and hereupon the Witneſs 
brought a Prohibition, becauſe the Matter 
was a Temporal Cauſe. And it is likewiſe 
enacted by a Statute of the Realm (5) 
That a Prohibition ſhall lie, if a Man be 
ſued in the Eccleſiaſtical Court, for Defa- 
mation, becauſe he has indicted another. 
There is alſo another Reaſon why ſome

And thus in the Book 
of Entries (a) we have ſeveral Precedents 
of Prohibitions granted in Favour of ſuch as 
are proſecuted in the Eccleſiaſtical Court 
for Defamation, when they have ſued Men 
in the Temporal Courts for forging of Evi-

One libelled againſt another in the Eccle- 
ſiaſtical Court, for ſaying that he was a 


Drunkard, or a drunken Fellow, Sc. and 
by the Opinion of the whole Court a Pro- 
hibition was granted for ſuch Words (6). 


So if a Man be called Thief, Traitor, or 


the like, whereon no Suit lies for the Prin- 
cipal in the Eccleſiaſtical Court, but at the 


Common Law, and the Slanderer be ſued 


for the ſame in the Eccleſiaſtical Court, a 
Prohibition lies. But if a Man calls a 
Woman Bawd, for which a Suit lies in the 
Spiritual Court, and alſo at the Common 
Law; there if the Suit be for Slander or 
Defamation in the Eccleſiaſtical Court, no 
Prohibition lies, becauſe the Party has a 
Liberty to ſue in which Court ſhe pleaſes. 
Again, if a Woman be defamed in her Re- 
putation, whereby ſhe is hindred in her 
Marriage (c), the may either ſue at the 


Common Law for Damage (a), or in the 


Spiritual Court for Recantation, provided 
the Defamation be of a Spiritual Nature. 

Thus if a Man calls a 
Woman Whore, or defames her in like 
Manner, for which a Suit lies againſt the 
Party in the Spiritual Court, no Prohibition 


lies in the Caſe, becauſe the Suit there is

Money is demanded in Satisfaction of the 
Wrong, there the Temporal Court ſhall 
have Jurifdiction, eſpecially if the Defamer 
undertakes to juſtify the Matter, or the 
Words do expreſs or imply a Crime be- 
longing to the Cognizance of the Common 
Law. Theſe Actions of Defamation are 
of an higher Nature, than Primo intuitu 
they ſeem to be; a Man's good Name being 
equivalent to his Life; the Civil Law there- 
fore ſtyles them Ationes prejudiciales, that

Perſon of ill Character, and not fit to be 
intruſted with the Management of the Per- 
ſonal Eſtate, the Court will grant it to 


one or more of the Children; for the Act 
© of Parliament directs the Ordinary to grant 
it to the Widow or next of Kin of the De- 


ceaſed. | 
When there is a Widow and no Chil- 
dren, the ſame Rule will hold as to the 


next Collateral Kindred, with this Dif- 


ference, that the Objections are required to 
be ſtronger againſt the Widow, to deveſt 
her of the Adminiſtration in Favour of 
Collateral Kindred, than of Children, be- 


_ cauſe ſhe has in her own Right a greater 


Share in the Diſtribution of the Eſtare than 
where there are Children.

of Diftributions Eccleſiaſtical aud 


Iſtributions, which borrowed their 
Name from the Latin Verb Diftribuo, 
are, in the Senſe of the Canon Law, that 
portion of Profits which in the Romiſh 
Church ought every Hour to be divided 
and given pro rata Servitii preſtiti, unto 
ſuch as are preſent at Divine Service ; but 
commonly they are called daily Diſtribu- 
tions, either becauſe ſuch Perſons require 
them as are daily preſent at Divine Offices, 
or elſe becauſe they are diſtributed to each 
individual Perſon jaxta Quotam Officii, which 
he daily attends, that is to ſay, in other 
Terms, according to the Merits of each 
Perſon that aſſiſts every Day at Divine Ser- 
vice, which is publickly performed in ſome 
appointed Place (a). Sometimes theſe Di- (a) X. z. 5. 
ſtributions are in Latin called Veſtuaria, or 19. | 
Vitualia, becauſe they conduce to the Ap- 
parel and daily Subſiſtence of ſuch as attend 
Divine Service (5); tho' the Name, ſtrictly (3) x, 3. 4. 5: 
ſpeaking, ſeems rather adapted to the 
Fruits of a Benefice, than to Canonical Di- 
ſtributions, which are often by another Name 
called daily Portions; and ſometimes they 
are in Latin ſtyled Sportulæ, or Diaria, 
taking their Likeneſs from the Gifts and 
Preſents which are as it were made every 
Day to Judges on the Account of their 
Offce (c). And ſometimes they come under ( Dur. de 
the Name of an Emolument of Benefices or Ric.

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fits which ariſes from Benefices and Pre- 
bends; and ſometimes they are couched 
under the Style of Redditus Ecclefiaftici, not 
only becauſe they ariſe from Eccleſiaſtical 
Benefices, but becauſe the Word Redditns 
may ſometimes be adapted to them, tho' 
the Style Fructus Beneficii, properly taken, 


is not ſuitable to Diſtributions (a). But it 


has been a Doubt with ſome, whether Di. 
ſtributions are diſtinguiſhed from Fruits, 
or are couched under the Word Fructus; 


to which I anſwer, that regularly ſpeaking 


Diſtributions are in their own Nature di. 


tint from Fruits; and it plainly appears 


from the Council of Trent, becauſe the

Diſtributions are a certain Portion which

And hence it is we may infer, that a Per- 


ſon who is deprived of his Diſtributions on 


the Score of a Crime committed, is not for 


that reafon deemed to be deprived of his 
Fruirs of his Prebend or Benefice, becauſe 
the Fruits of a Prebend or Benefice do not 


come under the Name of Diſtributions, 


properly ſpeaking, unleſs ſomething elſe be

For according to the Statute of the 
Realm, the Ordinary may call Adminiſtra- 
tors to an Account, and order a Diſtribu- 
tion to be made of what remains in their 
Hands after Debts, Funerals, and juſt Ex- 
pences of all Sorts allow'd, according to the 
Laws in ſuch Caſes, and the Rules here- 
after ſer down; ſaving to Perſons aggrieved 
their Right of Appeal, and the Surpluſage 
ſhall be diſtributed as follows, viz. one 
Third to the Inteſtate's Wife, and the Re. 
ſidue among his Children, and ſuch as le- 
gally repreſent them, if any of them be 
dead, other than ſuch Children (not Heirs 
at Law) who ſhall have any Eſtate by Set- 
tlement of the Inteſtate in his Life-time, 
equal to the other Shares; Children, other 
than Heirs at Law, advanced by Settle- 
ments or Portions not equal to the other 
Shares, ſhall have ſo much of the Surplu- 
ſage as ſhall make the Eſtates of all to be

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equal; but the Heir at, Law ſhall have an 


equal Part in the Diſtribution with the 


other Children, without any Conſideration 
of what he has by Deſcent or otherwiſe 
from the Inteſtate.

one Moiety ſhall be allotted to the Wife, 
the Reſidue to be equally diſtributed a-

1. I have conſidered the . Caſe above 
ſtated, and am of Opinion that the Will 
may be proved in the Ecclefiaſtical Court, 
upon proper Evidence of its being all of the 
Deceaſed's own Hand-writing, and being 
found after his Deith among his Papers of 
Moment and Concern; and altho' it be 
neither finiſhed, ſigned, ſealed, atteſted nor 
delivered, yet that will be no Hindrance 
why it ſhould not operate as a Teſtamentary
